MATTERS FOR CONSIDERATION: 


i. Report dated April 12, 1985, from Mr. W. P. Taylor, Commissioner of 
Engineering & Works, in response to a letter from Mr. Thomas 0. Moon, 85 
Chalfield Lane, with respect to on-street parking in residential areas | 
(Request for Report 87-85). 


Mr. Moon proposes that parking be permitted in residential areas on one 
side of the street, possibly alternating monthly, which would “still 
allow access in case of fire emergencies etc. and in the winter a snow 
warning could be issued". He ts that "as it stands, housing 
permits do not facilitate 2 cars (medium or large) in 1 driveway (even 
the garage is too small)". Failing support for his proposal, he 
suggests the implementation of permit parking. 


Mr. Taylor advises that Mr. Moon's comments have been reviewed, and 

Chalfield Lane particularly was checked. The homes in that area are 
semi-detached dwellings all with garages and 1 parking space in the 

driveway, representing 200% off-street parking available for all ) . 
dwellings. It was noted that some vehicles parked partially in the eed 
grassed area adjacent to the driveways, and that at Mr. Moon's 
residence, a 6-man pick-up truck with a large trailer is parked in the 
driveway and encroached somewhat onto the municipal sidewalk. 


Mr. Taylor agrees that the standard single car garage provided in this 
area is not large enough to accommodate a truck and trailer; however, 
this problem does not appear to be experienced by any of the other 
residents of Chalfield Lane.

Parking is permitted on both sides of the street, a standard 28 ft local 
road, for a maximum limit of 3 hours. He explains that the City has not 
adopted long term alternate side parking in any other area with low 
mad development which have at least 200% on-site parking at each 
residence. 
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Mr. Taylor advises that since each dwelling can accommodate 2 vehicles 
off-street (1 in the garage and 1 in the driveway), with the potential 
of widening some driveways to create additional space, he cannot support 
long term parking on Chalfield Lane, and recommends:

borne by the developer. 


Mr. Taylor advises that this review was requested in response to 
concerns expressed at General Committee when the traffic signals at the 
intersection of Hurontario Street and Trader's Boulevard were energized 
and put into operation. This traffic Signal installation was originally 
installed by the MTC during the widening of Hurontario Street. The full 
cost of these traffic Signals was paid by Trader's Associates. This 
installation was left without power by the Ministry and when the City 
assumed Hurontario Street this Department also left the traffic Signals 
unenergized. After over 2 years the installation was energized and 
turned on by this Department in preparation for the Computerized Traffic 
Control System. It was recognized that this location did not satisfy 
the warrants; however, during the design of the communications system 
for the Computerized Traffic Control System this location had been 
designated as a master location and therefore it had to be energized.

The Ministry has found that such 
Signs are not effective and only the presence of police enforcing the 
limit is the most effective means of controlling speeds.

Mr. Taylor advises that the grooving performed on various on/off ramps 
by the MIC a number of years ago was in an attempt to improve road 
surface friction during both wet and dry road conditions. This grooving 

was only done on concrete surfaces and was effective for only a couple 

of years due to the eventual "polishing" of the concrete surface caused 

Age scrubbing. The Ministry is now onto a program of resurfacing 

their ramps with "open friction" asphalt which provides better friction 

and drainage during wet and dry road conditions. This is the same 

surface which has been placed on the QEW between the Credit River Bridge 

and the Etobicoke Creek Bridge. 


He explains that grooving is not performed on asphalt surfaces as this 
would break down the adhesion qualities of the asphalt and the surface 
would eventually break up. Further, open friction asphalt is 

approximately three times the cost of regular mix and is more effective 
on high speed roads and ramps. The effectiveness on lower speed roads | 
and curves in preventing vehicles leaving the road would be negligible | 
as the major cause is rate of speed and not a poor road surface. | . 


He advises that it is the opinion of the MIC that “open friction" | 
asphalt provides better friction and drainage qualities, than does 4 
grooving on concrete surfaces and they have ceased the practice of 

grooving concrete surfaces on curves, and does not suggest the use of | 

"open friction" asphalt be used on local road curves. He recommends:

He advises that, while the snow conditions during the review made it 
difficult to assess the actual configuration of parking spaces on some 
of the lots, based on the overall picture each lot appears to have at 
least 2 parking spaces on site. The site plan for the subject 
development indicates that parking is provided for 2 cars on each lot, 
with some units having additional parking in driveways.

Mr. Taylor suggests that some of these Spaces may be less convenient 
than on-street parking as vehicles would have to be parked one behind 


— other, but this situation is not uncommon in other parts of the 
City. 


He details the widths of the Subject roads, and explains that while the 
pavement widths on all but the smallest courts can accommodate parking 
on at least one side, very little on-street parking would be created due 
to the large number of existing driveways.

In addition to the realignment of the first curve south of Dundas 
Street, intersection and road improvements have been proposed for 
Mississauga Road between Glatts Lane and the Loyalist Creek, to upgrade 
the 765m road section to a curb and gutter standard, including the 
installation of storm sewers, upgraded streetlighting, intersection 

ements at Springbank Road, Seven Oaks Drive and the proposed road 
in the Glen Manor subdivision. He explains that this work is required 
as a result of new residential development in the area and to improve 
existing conditions, and contributions are to be received from the 
adjacent developers for a portion of this work. These works involve the 
lowering of Missis Road at Springbank Road by approximately 2m (6 
ft) and the construction of a left turn lane for Seven Oaks Drive, 
Springbank Road and a proposed street from the proposed Oak Glen Manor 
Subdivision (T-82024). Also, the existing mound of earth on the south 
west corner of Mississauga Road and Springbank Road will be levelled. 
The estimated costs for these works is $600, 000.

During the investigation, Mr. Taylor advises that additional "7 
deficiencies were identified with respect to the existing road bed :

The grooving performed on various on/off ramps by the 
M.T.C. a number of years ago was in an attempt to improve 
road surface friction during both wet and dry road 
conditions. This grooving was only done on concrete 
surfaces and was effective for only a couple of years due 
to the eventual “polishing” of the concrete surface caused 
by tire scrubbing. 


The M.T.C. is now onto a program of resurfacing their 
ramps with “open friction" asphalt which provides better 
friction and drainage during wet and dry road conditions. 
This is the same surface which has been placed on the 
Q.E.W. between the Credit River Bridge and the Etobicoke 


Creek Bridge. 


Grooving is not performed on asphalt surfaces as this 
would break down the adhesion qualities of the asphalt and 
the surface would eventually break up. 


Open friction asphalt is approximately three times the ; 
cost of regular mix and is more effective on high speed i 
roads and ramps.

The Public Works Committee at its meeting of June 25, 1984 
adopted the following recommendation: 


(g) "That the Engineering and Works Department prepare a 
detailed functional design including cost estimates 
outlining various alternatives for the realignment of 
Mississauga Road at the first curve south of Dundas Street 
and in particular investigate the realignment of 
Mississauga Road through the property occupied by the Hydro 
Substation located just west of Mississauga Road and south 
of Dundas Street and the Hydro right-of-way which runs 
southerly from the Hydro station to Blythe Road, and that a 

rt be submitted for the consideration of the Public 


Works Committee." 


The Engineering Department has reviewed the subject section of 
Mississauga Road and pr four alternative alignments 
involving the realignment of Mississauga Road outside the 
existing right-of-way. The cost estimate for these proposals 
ranged from $628.000 to $942,000 excluding land costs. With 
regard to the suggested realignment through the Hydro easement, 
this was estimated at $819,000 excluding land costs. 


In view of the high costs and environmental impact a fifth option 
was identified involving the reconstruction of the first curve 
south of Dundas Street within the existing right-of-way with 
improvements to the alignment and crossfall of the road. The 
estimated cost of these works is $220,000. 


The above options were presented to the Oakridge Residents 
Association in conjunction with Councillor Culham, late in 1984. 
There was some hesitancy on the part of the residents association 
with regard to works on Mississauga Road. It was indicated at | 
that time that a further meeting would be held once the minor 
works concepts had been refined in detail (i.e. improving road Re 
geometrics within existing road allowance. ) 
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In addition to the realignment of the first curve south of 
Dundas Street, intersection and road improvements have been 
proposed for Mississauga Road between Glatts Lane and the 
Loyalist Creek. This 765 metre road section would be upgraded 
to a curb and gutter standard, including the installation of 
Storm sewers, upgraded streetlighting, intersection 
improvements at Springbank Road, Seven Oaks Drive and the 
proposed road in the Glen Manor subdivision. This work is 
required as a result of new residential development in the area 
and to improve existing conditions, contributions are to be 
received from the adjacent developers for a portion of this 
work. These works involve the lowering of Mississauga Road at 4 
Springbank Road by approximately 2 metres (6 feet) and the ' 
construction of a left turn lane for Seven Oaks Drive, | 
Springbank Road and a proposed street from the proposed Oak | 
Glen Manor subdivision (T-82024). Also, the existing mound of 
earth on the south west corner of Mississauga Road and 
a Road will be levelled. The estimated costs for 
se works is $600,000. 


Funds for the above works have been included in the approved 
1985 Capital Budget. The project is tentatively scheduled for 
a July start. 


During our investigation we identified additional deficiencies 
with respect to the existing road bed between the limits of the 
two above projects. As a result of these deficiencies the road 
bed is pulling apart and separating, therefore, reconstruction 
of the remaining section of Mississauga Road is required. It 
is therefore recommended that the remaining section of 
Mississauga Road between the Loyalist Creed and the end of 
construction for the first curve south of Dundas Street be 
reconstructed to a two lane (10 metre pavement) curb and gutter 
cross section in 1986.

COMMENTS: At its meeting of March 21, 1985 the Public Works Oommittee — _- 
requested a report concerning the location of Service Club -signs 
on City roads. 


Every couple of years the issue of erection of Service Club signs 
on roads within the City of Mississauga comes up. Generally, the 
request comes from individual clubs (for example, Meadowvale 
Rotary Club, Mississauga Kinsmen etc.,) for one or two signs. 
There are 50 plus service clubs in the City and this Department 
feels that there was no way all of them could be accommodated on 
one sign at the entrance to the City. Also, if each club 
received approval to erect individual signs the road allowances 
would quickly become encumbered with a multitude of signs. 


As we see it there are two options with respect to the signing of 
service clubs. 


de Large signs could be erected at selected entrances to the 
City where there is room. At this time there are a number 
of information/regulatory signs at each entrance. 


There would be a physical limit to the size of the sign and 

it would probably, by its nature, be expensive to install | 
and maintain.

In 1977 the service clubs were contacted with respect to 
erection of this type of sign.

2. Road Sanding and Salting 


The level of service provided by the Corporation is that all 

arterials, major collectors and collectors receive the initial 

service and are treated with sand and/or salt depending on the 

temperature conditions. Internal subdivision roads only receive a 

sand/salt mixture (7:1). At intersections, steep grades and 

school zones, other than in the event of a severe ice storm, 

internal subdivision roads are not salted due to economics as well | ij 
as environmental impact. There Is really no reason for local 14 
residential streets to receive bare pavement treatment and since 

the arterial and collectors are now bare pavement service, we are 

of the opinion that there is no reason to expand the sanding and 

salting operations. For this reason we do not recommend any . 
increase in the level of service for sanding and salting due to | 

the high costs together with the environmental considerations. 


3. Clearing Snow from Sidewalks 


The present policy, as Committee is aware, is to plow and sand 
sidewalks on major arterial roadways, major collectors, sidewalks 
in front of senior citizen's complex and specific residential 
locations where there is a high volume of pedestrian use such as 
hospitals, schools, etc. The remainder of the sidewalks are not 
plowed at all. Each year, the Public Works Committee reviews the 
priority list and decides on any additions which are required over 
the previous year. The above policy covers approximately 40% of 
the walks in the entire City. It has been the practice of the 
Engineering and Works Department to contract a portion of this 
work out on an annual basis with the remainder being done by City 
forces. We have looked at this operation carefully and feel that 
it might be beneficial to undertake more sidewalk plowing by the 
City and less by the contractor and make a corresponding reverse 
change in the road plowing, salting and sanding. 
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In this way, the work can be carried out sooner in that some of | 
the City forces would go directly on to sidewalk plowing and not | 
wait until the road plowing is completed. | 


In 1984, we purchased an articulated sidewalk snow plow tractor | 
which is adaptable for plowing as well as grass cutting. This . | : 
proved to be one of the few machines that was able to move a ; | 
substantial amount of heavy snow during last winter and we feel 

that if we are going to remain in the snow plowing of sidewalks, 

the existing fleet of sidewalk plowing equipment should be |

that the existing fleet not be upgraded in a one year period, but | 

that a continuing programme over a 3-4 year period be implemented. 


There are also numerous problems in sidewalk plowing such as 
parked cars in driveways either very close to or encroaching on 
the sidewalk and also the construction of curbs, fences and 
ornamental walls by residents which create obstructions to the 
snowplowing equipment as well as a hazard to the operators. 


Attached are pictures showing typical curbs built by residents 
which are easily damaged by the snowplowing equipment 
(EXHIBIT 2). We can only suggest that by-law enforcement give 
total co-operation to the Works Department during winter storms in 
order to assist us in taking action in this regard. 


4. SNOWPLOWING OF CULS-DE-SAC

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The present practice is to plow snow in the usual manner with the 

initial pass to make the street passable and then follow-up as 

soon as possible with front-end loaders to clear the bulb area.

There has been an increase in the past few years of reduced :

It should also be pointed out that as more and more new 
development comes on stream, it appears that more and more 
culs-de-sac are created and therefore, the problem is certainly 
not going to decrease. In conclusion, we are of the opinion that 
additional front-end loaders are required to provide for a 
satisfactory level of service for culs-de~sac. 


We are also attaching photographs of a typical cul-de-sac 
situations (EXHIBIT 3). 


6. WINDROWS OPPOSITE DRIVEWAYS

We were requested to review North York's experience with respect 

to removing windrows from driveways in conjunction with our 

snowplowing operations. North York have used a device known as 

"SNO-RID' which when lowered becomes an extension to the moldboard 

which can be used to reach into a driveway and push the windrow 

onto the boulevard. Two rs are required to be operated in 

tandem. The lead grader equipped with a wing and plows the 

road filling in the driveway in the usual manner. The second 

grader is equipped with a SNO-RID which moves the snow from the 
driveways to the boulevard. A copy of the brochure on 'SNO-RID' 
is also attached for Committee's review (EXHIBIT IV). The ) 
attachment costs approximately $4,000.00 and the cost of operation | 
is approximately double as two snow plows are required instead of 

one. At the present time, our road snow plowing budget is in the 

area of $800,000.00 and therefore this would be the magnitude of . 

the additional costs involved. : 


_ Also, every year, we have extreme difficulty trying to allocate 
M.T.C. Subsidy available and.the more we spend on winter 
maintenance, the less there is available for reconstruction and . 
expansion of our road system. North York have also used snow 
blowers, however, we are of the opinion that these are not : 
practical; as it necessitates the blowing of snow onto private 
property. These machines are somewhat suspect in terms of safety 
and they are very slow in relation to graders and plows. We would 
also point out that our yearly requirements for road snow plowing | 
are approximately 80 plows and each year when we tender for this | 
equipment, we barely obtain sufficient numbers to carry out the ; | 
operations. To undertake additional activity without additional = 4 Ue 
available equipment would seem not practical or sensible and the 3 . 
addition of City owned equipment which really can only be used for 
4/5 months of the year is not warranted from a capital cost or 


operating standpoint. ' 


We are therefore of the opinion that the City should not increase 
the level of service to provide removal of windrows at driveways 
especially having regard for winter conditions that this area 
historically experiences on the average winter season.

Naturally, in a very mild Winter -the 
cost is extremely low and in a Winter which has a lot of 
snow the cost is quite high, however, we shall endeavour 
to give some guidelines as to cost. It should be pointed 
out, as Committee is aware, sidewalk plowing is a non~ 
subsidizable item and therefore the total cost is borne 

by the City. The 1983/84 season was, in our opinion, 
fairly average and the sidewalk plowing costs were in the 
area of $200,000.00 (budget was $227,000.00). The 


expenditures to date in the 1984/85 season are approximatel> 


$230,000.00 (it should be pointed out that this expenditure 


only represen 
December 1984 were reflected in the 1984 budget). 


Assuming that an average expenditure is $230,000.00 to plow 
under the existing policy, under an average Winter this

COMMENTS: As Committee is aware, much discussion has been undertaken within | 


the past few months regarding our winter maintenance activities. 

We have been requested to report on various items concerning this . 
matter. For clarification purposes, we will discuss the various 
aspects of winter maintenance under separate headings. 


l. SNOW PLOWING

The present City policy with respect to road snow plowing provides 
that all priority routes including arterials, major collectors and | 
collectors are plowed first. After they are open to traffic in a eS 
reasonable fashion, the internal (secondary) roads within a ) ) 
subdivision are then plowed. | 


The present system is designed to allow all roads to be passable 
within a 24 hour period for a substantial snowfall (4"+). For a 
very heavy snowfall (in excess of 6"), this time frame could be 
extended upto 48 hours. Other uncontrollable factors which affect 
the time schedules are temperature, humidity, type of snow, etc. 
Another controlling factor is the number of parked vehicles 
hampering the progress by blocking access to the plowing 
operations. Attached are pictures showing typical parking on 
residential streets (EXHIBIT I). 


We would recommend that where parked vehicles hamper or block 
access to a street, the By-law Section of the Building Department 
Give their full co-operation in a snow storm and concentrate on 
towing away vehicles that impede plowing operations. 


As far as road plowing in general is concerned, we are of the | 
opinion that the present level of service is reasonable however, = 
every attempt will be made to improve the efficiency of the | 
operation, both from an operating and supervision standpoint.

2. Road Sanding and Salting 


The level of service provided by the Corporation is that all 
arterials, major collectors and collectors receive the initial 
service and are treated with sand and/or salt depending on the | ) 
temperature conditions.

sand/salt mixture (7:1). At intersections, steep grades and 
school zones, other than in the event of a severe ice stom, 

internal subdivision roads are not salted due to economics as well | i ; 

as environmental impact. There is really no reason for local | | 
residential streets to receive bare pavement treatment and since | ) 
the arterial and collectors are now bare pavement service, we are | ) 
of the opinion that there is no reason to expand the sanding and 
salting operations. For this reason we do not recommend any 
increase in the level of service for sanding and salting due to 
the high costs together with the environmental considerations. 
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a Clearing Snow from Sidewalks 


The present policy, as Committee is aware, is to plow and sand ) 
sidewalks on major arterial roadways, major collectors, sidewalks | 
in front of senior citizen's complex and specific residential 
locations where there is a high volume of pedestrian use such as 
hospitals, schools, etc. The remainder.of the sidewalks are not 
plowed at all. Each year, the Public Works Committee reviews the 
priority list and decides on any additions which are required over 
the previous year. The above policy covers approximately 40% of 
the walks in the entire City. It has been the practice of the 
Engineering and Works Department to contract a portion of this 
work out on an annual basis with the remainder being done by City 
forces. We have looked at this operation carefully and feel that 
it might be beneficial to undertake more sidewalk plowing by the 
City and less by the contractor and make a corresponding reverse 
change in the road plowing, salting and sanding. |

In this way, the work can be carried out sooner in that some of 
the City forces would go directly on to sidewalk plowing and not 
wait until the road plowing is completed.

) There has been an increase in the past few years of reduced

Storage space required 
obviously depend on the amount of snowfall and the number of 
freeze/thaw cycles experienced during the winter.

We were requested to review North York's experience with respect 
to removing windrows from driveways in conjunction with our 
snowplowing operations. North York have used a device known as 
"SNO-RID' which when lowered becomes an extension to the moldboard 
which can be used to reach into a driveway and push the windrow 
onto the boulevard. Two graders are required to be 

tandem. The lead grader is equipped with a wing and plows the 
road filling in the driveway in the usual manner. The 

grader is equipped with a SNO-RID which moves the snow from the 
driveways to the boulevard. A copy of the brochure on ' 
is also attached for Committee's review (EXHIBIT IV). The 
attachment costs approximately $4,000.00 and the cost of operat ion 
is approximately double as two snow plows are required instead of 
one. At the present time, our road snow plowing budget is in the 
area of $800,000.00 and therefore this would be the magnitude of 
the additional costs involved. 
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. Also, every year, we have extreme difficulty trying to allocate 
M.T.C. Subsidy available and the more we spend on winter 
» the less there is available for reconstruction and 
expansion of our road system. North York have also used snow 
blowers, however, we are of the opinion that these are not 
practical; as it necessitates the blowing of snow onto private 
property. These machines are somewhat suspect in terms of safety 
and they are very slow in relation to graders and plows. We would 
also point out that our yearly requirements for road snow plowing 
are approximately 80 plows and each year when we tender for this 
equipment, we barely obtain sufficient numbers to carry out the 
To undertake additional activity without additional "s-4 
would seem not practical or sensible and the 
addition of City owned equipment which really can only be used for .

Included in this subject is a request from Councillor Kennedy 
asking us to review a suggestion that was made by Mrs. Lawson of 
1306 Lakebreeze Drive in a letter dated March 9th, 1985, copy of 
the letter is attached (EXHIBIT V). 
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The suggestion is that the City erect wheelchair signs at 

driveways of premises of wheelchair users and when the plow 

operator approaches such a driveway, he would then take time out 

to remove the windrow. We feel that this suggestion has merit not 

with standing the fact that it has some technical problems such as 

i) parked cars adjacent to driveways which would preclude the | 
manoeuvring of the equipment, ii) at night time, it is probably ; | 
not feasible to expect the operator to see the sign in all cases. | 


However, in general, we feel that this would be a worthwhile 
experiment to undertake during the 1985-1986 winter season for all 
driveways where the owner or occupant is a wheelchair user. 


WINTER MAINTENANCE TENDERING AND STANDARDS. 


The tender documents for road plowing, sanding and salting call . 
for a standby rate which is stipulated by the City and an ; 
operational rate which is tendered by the contractor. With the ) 
ever increasing road system occurring in a developing City, the 
availability of equipment is becoming more and more scarce and we 

would recommend that a three year contract be called as early as 

possible both for snowplowing as well as sanding and salting. 


Standby rate paid to the contractors must be fair and reasonable 
in order to ensure that their fixed costs are recovered and must 
be adjusted each year to reflect inflationary trends. Tender 
documents must clearly spell out the conditions and requirements 
expected by the Corporation and failure by any contactor to 
produce in accordance with the contract, must be counteracted by 
substantial monetary penalties. Also, in the event a contractor 
fails to produce in a continuous manner, his services must be 
terminated immediately. We would recommend that tenders for the 
winter maintenance equipment for the 1985/1986 winter season be 
called immediately and reflect the foregoing conditions. 


8. SNOW PLOWING, SANDING AND SALTING PROCEDURES 
An excellent suggestion came out of Public Works Committee to the 
effect that a seminar be held with the contractor's operators and 
City Staff prior to commencement of the winter season. It has . 
been a practice of the Engineering Department to provide maps for 
each area outlining the contractor's route.

ADDITIONAL WORKS FACILITIES 


Development in the north-west area of the City has seen 3 
considerable increase in street and sidewalk mileage during the

We would recommend leasing a small wedge shaped property owned by 
Marathon Realty adjacent to the works Yard to stockpile salt and 
sand during the winter period.

The Engineering Department has installed "rippled" pavement at 
three locations in an attempt to assess the effectiveness of the 
ripples in reducing speed of vehicles. At one location, on 
Trail, they were installed in an attempt to reduce | 
speeds. The other two locations at curves are on Mineola Road at 
Mineola Gardens and on Revus Road on the approach to the curve 
south of the C.N. tracks. Some damage has occurred to the 
ripples at this location presumably due to snow plough blades. 
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Ripples were also placed on Indian Road at Crescent Road and on 
Thornlodge Drive on the approach to Waycross Crescent. These 
were subsequently removed due to complaints from local residents 
about the noise created when vehicles drove over the ripples. 


At the Public Works Committee meeting of March 21, 1985, 
Councillor L. Taylor requested that the installation of ripple 
pavement be approved and installed during the 1985 construction 
season. 


Councillor Taylor advised that he has spoken with the residents 
who live adjacent to the road where this proposal has been 
requested, at the intersection with Molly Avenue, and made them 
aware of the problem of noise associated with this type of 
pavement. They have considered their request again and agreed 
that they still want the pavement installed. 


With respect to the ripples placed on Pinewood Trail mainly as a ! 

speed deterrent they have not. been successful in achieving that | 

purpose. Prior to the ripples being placed, there were speed °. 

humps. Radar studies were performed between the humps and the , 

following results were recorded on three occasions as follows: 

60.4km/h; 5S km/h; and 5S km/h. Prior to the placement of the 

humps the 85th tile speed was 56.0 km/h. As can be seen no 

Seer ecienie difference in speeds was recorded before and after | 
placement of the humps. | 


Recent speed studies show higher 85 tile speeds with the ripples 
of 63.2 and 63.3 km/h. It appears that motorists have found that 
their comfort level increases as they raise their speed. This 
has been tested by Engineering staff and found to be an accurate 
assessment. The studies show that ripple pavement on straight 
sections of road actually encourages igher speeds than reducing 
speeds as was the original intent.

The Contractor is required to provide separate 
storage for newsprint which is appropriately bundled so that it 
can be picked up at curb side. This requirement was written into 
the garbage contract and was a condition of its tender. The 
Contractor advises however, that he has had limited success with 
this recycling program since the citizens of the community are not 
consistently separating and bundling their newsprint. 


2) As a condition of the new garbage contract which will be 

tendered in June of 1986, the City of Mississauga will be 

requiring as a bid option, a curb side recycling program similar 

to that adopted in Kitchener. I can assure you that myself and 

members of our Council have reviewed in detail, the Kitchener 

proposal and we feel that it warrants consideration for . 
Mississauga and we have therefore directed our Engineering staff | | 
to consider this as a possibility in the new garbage contract for 

next year.

We regret that you were unaware of our 
suggestion as recycling would be an effective way to deal 
with a great amount of municipal waste. 
While waste cannot be made to disappear, much can 
. be recycled and a good recycling programme established by the | 
City of Mississauga and the Region would really reduce the 
amount of municipal waste to be disposed of by the City and 
: Region. A.P.P.E.A.L. does not recommend ‘energy from waste’ 
; projects as a solution, for the time being at least, because 
recycling should first be implemented as the best method of 
waste reduction. A programme such as that adopted in Kitchener 
should be considered. 

Recycling would have many advantages including the 
reduced use of resources, energy savings and preservatien of 
foodland because smaller landfill sites would be required. 
Enclosed for your reference is a copy of a paper presented 
by A.P.P.E.A.L. to the Region of Peel Waste Management 
Symposium held June 22, 1985.

Contract to the effect that garbage collection for 
office waste from industrial and commercial businesses 
on a Monday will not commence until 10:00 a.m. This 
has made a substantial improvement and is working 
reasonably well in our opinion.
